You can charge them on a variable power supply with current limiting. Adda 
diode in the charging circuit so the cells don't feed back into the 
powersupply.

Answer . . . One inductor and one capacitor, the >L< Network 


Figure 1 (e-mail me direct for an attachment "EXPORT -L- . gif") shows 
the no feedline, portable, long wire antenna system I used with much 
success a few years ago while camping in a pop-up. This setup will match 
most 100 foot long wire antenna configurations form 80 through 10 meters. 
Since the components are small, light, easy to pack and deploy this 
configuration also makes for an outstanding spare or emergency 
configuration. 


The inductor is 21 turns of solid 18 AWG wound on a "stack" of three, 
Micrometals, RED (MIX 2), T94-2, powdered iron cores, with a "tap" placed 
every three turns (Figure 3). The capacitor is a 200 pico Farad variable. 
The antenna wire is a small roll of inexpensive, insulated, zip cord. You 
will need "alligator" clips and a tuning indicator. The earth ground 
system is several strands of zip cord in parallel. The ground rod just a 
common screwdriver with a_ vice-grip for hammer and wire clamp. 


Feedline is not required (in Figure 1) because the >L< network is 
connected direct between transceiver and base (the feed point) of the 
antenna. The feedpoint of the long wire antenna is located inside the 
shack (camper, tent or sleeping bag). 


The tuning indicator can take many forms. It is noteworthy to say, if it 
takes too long to adjust ANY antenna tuner, the "final RF amplifier" in 
your transmitter may be at risk to over heating. I suggest, install a 10 
dB attenuator (figure 4) between the transmitter and tuner to help 
protect the PA transistor during the initial adjustment. The "attenuator" 
technique is NOT a guarantee. The safest method is reduced transmitter 
power and short (intermittent) "key down" adjustments. The attenuator is 
removed for final adjustment and QSOs. 


The >L< Network 


For the purpose of this discussion the term long wire antenna refers to a 
non resonant wire element that is either, straight line, zigzag, 
horizontal, vertical, or any combination, but always longer than a half 
wave at it's operating frequency. A counterpoise is not required. An 
earth ground helps. 


The approximate half wave length in feet can be determined by dividing 


468 by the operating frequency in MHz. Example, Length(ft) = 468 / 
F(MHz), a half wave at 7.04 MHz is approximately 66.5 feet. 


How does the >L< network match a low impedance transmitter to high 
impedance long wire? Connect the coil in series between the XCVR / ANT 
junction and connect the capacitor from the COIL / ANT junction to the 
XCVR chassis and earth ground, see figure 1. 


The >L< network will also match most random, non resonant, "short", low 
impedance antenna. The short antenna refers to a wire or rod (whip), 
straight line, zigzag, vertical, horizontal or any combination but always 
less than a quarter wave at it's operating frequency. The short antenna 
is a compromise, efficiency can be poor and a counterpoise is required 
for best results. When matching a highZ (50 Ohm, transmitter) to lowZ 
(15 Ohm, short vertical) the inductor is connected in series between 
source and load. The capacitor is "shunt" or parallel to the source, see 
figure 2. Note, this connection is unlike the "long" example above. 


Today our camper is a fifth-wheel with an eight-foot aluminum ladder 
rack. I just add a Radio Shack # 21-937B Rack Mount Bracket to create a 
very nice whip antenna support AND ladder rack counterpoise antenna 
system. The base of my antenna is now atop that ladder rack so a feedline 
is required. Feedline may assert a length problem and affect the 
impedance the transmitter looks into when there is a reactive component 
on the other end. Why? In this case, the load (on the feedline) is a 
non-resonant length of wire, i.e., a reactive component. Therefore, the 
transmitter in Figure 2 will only see 50 Ohms with a half wave, 50 Ohm 
feedline connected. Why? A half wave feedline "repeats" at it's INPUT 
what it "sees" at it's OUTPUT and the >L< network for the "short" antenna 
was designed to match 50 Ohm. 


Conclusions . 


Exclude . . . the feedline and it is noteworthy to say, the networks 
shown in figures 1 and 2 match the Smith Chart '‘' yin / yang curves, 
i.e., there is most likely no point on the chart one or the other network 
configuration will not match to 50 Ohm. 


Include. . . a feedline of random length and the >L< network may not 
tune all the bands, however, the operative word is "random" length feed 
line. Change the feed line length a foot or two and try again. 


Ah ‘little Theory and Math (very little). 


The impedance presented by the end of a random wire can range over a very 
large playing field, from only a few Ohms to several thousand Ohms. This 
calculation shows just one example, how to match a 50 Ohm source to a 377 
Ohm load using the >L< network. 


First find K 

K = Square root of ((HighZ / LowZ) - 1) 
K= ( ( 377 / 50) -1) * 0.5 

K = 2.56 


Next find X(L), reactance of the matching coil 
X(L) = K times LowZ 

X(L) 2.56 X 50 

X(L) = 128 Ohm 


Next find the matching coil value 
Tf X(L) = 2 Pi FL 
then L = X(L) / 2 Pi F 


lL =128 / (6.28 X 7.04E6) >>7.040 MHz<<

Bottom Line: 8 NiMH Batts Work well, no revelation to old-timers but 
new QRPers might find this interesting or useful. 


I started with the batteries fully charged, pulled them off the 
charger 
at 0055z. I started out in SP mode to conserve battery power, but 


after 20 min. pickin's were slim, so I started calling CQ. I was quite 
surprised how well I did calling CQ with only 2 watts and an attic 
antenna. (75% of QSOs resulted from calling CQ) 


Calling CQ so frequently put a heavy load on the batts. At 2W the kK2 
is drawing about 500 ma. Also adding to the batt drain, I left the 
side tone level at max setting after some rig tweaking. I was 
surprised how well the batts held up. Empirical data to back up 
Wayne's analysis and tests. 


After the Sprint I left the radio powered-up overnight, antenna 
terminated in a dummy load, volume up headphones plugged in. At 1130z 
the batteries still had life. In RX mode they measured 9.5 Vdc, in 
"TUNE" mode they measured 9.0 Volts and the rig still put out a full 
2W! 9 hours of useful operation. 


Conclusion: NiMH Batts are the way to go for portable ops. 8 AAs weigh 
only 80z. Coupled with a K1 (or similar light weight rig) a complete 
[deluxe] portable station can be assembled for less than 5lbs for some 
real "To the Field" Fun.

>contest...where u can set ur pwr to 5 watt or less and hook up ur 
>computer and walk away from the radio while the computer copies and sends 
>and completes qsl cards or e-qsl's....while one builds a K-3 or 
>sumthin... 


We're not there yet. Not even close. 


Technically, it should be possible to build a computerised decoder that 
can read CW far better than any human. But, no one has done it. Probably 
because, in part, such a decoder would be rather expensive (although with 
the DSP power of modern desktop/laptop computers, I can't see why). 


Even so, if you can decode CW, you still would have to teach a computer 
to operate the contest. Several folks have tried. The NCJ had a number of 
articles about 10 years ago on experiments in Totally Automated Contest 
Operation (TACO). None of the experiments were really successful. They 
were interesting, but the computers just couldn't make contacts the same 
way human operators can. 


For Phone contests, the situation is worse. Althrough there are 
researchers who have developed neural nets that can detect a limited 
vocabulary of words in a speaker-independant fashion under very noisy 
conditions -- none of them come close to what real human operators do in 
a contest. 


> it would seem the ultimate for contesting... eliminating the 
>human factor... weaker signals could be copied and copied more 
>reliably... one could scan the band and use whatever mode the other 
>station is calling cq on quicker..even slow down for the 40 + wpm CW 
>humans.... 


Even in RTTY contests, the human factor is there. There are RTTY 


operators who have three rigs going at once (note that no more than one 
rig transmits at a time). This is opposed to the two-radio operation that 
is popular in CW and Phone contesting. For these contests, the limitation 
is the number of ears on the human. 


But even with such stations, the RTTY contests have a human making the 
decisions. We don't even have TACO for RTTY contests. Not yet. 


> The logs could all be consistant and easy to scan with another 
>computer (for the sponsor to check the logs) NO more months of waiting 
>for the results...heck awards could be sent by email... 


Well, here's an area where computers shine. Yes, most logs are submitted 
electronically, and checking them to the same level as a decade ago 
would no longer take months. Instead, the contest judges are using that 
time to check all logs more thoroughly. 


> I suspect the buzz words for future contesting to be ... computer 
>wise and computer connected...eliminate the human factor... be a 
>winner... :-) 


I'm afraid the human factor is likely to be firmly entrenched for some 
time to come. Watch for it to disappear from RTTY contesting first. 
Hasn't happened. 


> Crazy where logic can bring u isn't it... after all, it's only 
>logical to have the highest score...Right? 


Back in the summer of 1995, I wrote a posting to the CQ-Contest list 
where I envisioned the future of radio where the desktop computer became 
part of the radio. My reasoning was, at the time, desktop computers 
finally had sufficient DSP power to become a major component of the radio. 


That situation hasn't changed. But radio hasn't yet adapted. We've had a 
few attempts, but most of these are just large boxes connected to the 
computer with a control program. What I saw was the computer being a 
large portion of the radio circuitry. With today's radios becoming more 
and more DSP code -- why not move that portion into the computer? The 
"radio" portion just becomes an adaptor for hooking up your antenna to a 
A/D / D/A converter. 


One might quesiton why to do this. The reason is it opens up new ways of 
looking at radio. A typical radio resolves to a single audio channel. 
But, inside a computer, there's no reason to restrict processing to just 
an audio channel. It's more than just a panadaptor: instead of working to 
decode one CW signal -- why not have the computer decode every CW signal 
in the 30 kHz bandwidth of the DSP IF? 


The human factor doesn't go away, he's just given more powerful tools.

Sounds to me like the receiver LO isn't working. Try listening for your 
receiver LO in another receiver. I am sure you tried varying the receiver 
tune pot completely through its range. On my xtal controlled SMK-1, the 
receiver LO drops out of oscillation at one end of the pot's range. 


Check your solder joints around U-1, and check for solder bridges between 
pins. Check pin 8 of U-1 for 6 volts. Measure the RF voltage on the X-1 end 
of C-4, or pin 6 of U-1. I get about .2 of a volt RMS there.

I agree, Bruce, but most "CW Practice" on two meters is done with 
FM transmitters with audio fed into the mike jack to "send" Morse Code. 


Lots and lots and lots (and ....) of hams have FM gear, but few have 
equipment capable of "regular" CW reception (that is, a receiver with 
an AM detector and a BFO). 


I think the original post was for a tranceiver schematic that was designed 
for CW operation only. If that's really the intent, then CW, as sent on 

a true CW rig (or an SSB rig with a tone to generate a single-frequency 
Morse tone) won't work at all for those guys with FM receivers (except, 
maybe, pulses of hissssss....)

Actually, real CW on 2 meters is a mixed bag. 


If you live back East where the population density is high (2-land comes to 
mind) as in Europe, CW on 2m can be a whole lot of fun since there are lots 
and lots of hams within range of a very modest station - not to mention all 
those hills.

I second the use of the 1T1210. It is a nice 
companion to the K2 or other QRP rig. The 1210, 
unlike the 1208, does use an automatic power leveling 
loop so with the experimental effort you could 
optimize the power output for whatever current draw 
you consider reasonable. The 1208 (6m) requires 
manual tweaking of the input power to get a given 
power output so it is a little more challenging to use 
under these circumstances. But how much power can be 
saved by driving either below rated power i do not 
know. 


Suggestion for a 2m beam is a radio shack "FM gain 
antenna" with elements cut to size for 2m. This is 
what i use on this band and it works nice. The recipe 
by KB2VVV is much simpler than the approach published 
in QST.

Todd, you mentioned the CW segment of 2M. I just thought I should throw 
in comment so that some new 2M ops might not get confused. While the FCC 
limits operation in the 144.0 - 144.1 range to CW, here in the Midwest, 
virtually all CW is done +/- 10 khz of 144.2 -- that is unless there is 
an Aurora opening or something else kind of strange driving the 
activity. I believe that is true for the rest of US also. 


I have heard some HSMS operation around 144.1 but the only CW I've ever 
heard below 144.1 was EME operations. If someone calls CQ on 144.1 or 
"in the CW segment" of band, they likely will not make many contacts 
unless they accidentally start calling CQ on some local moon bouncers 
sked frequency.
